AS the National Intelligencer is the court paper 
of America, and conveys the séntimems of the 
cabinet, all the leading principles it maiurains, cali 
for particular notice.--Ic is noi going too far to say, 
that the language of thet print is the language of 
the executive; and as such we consider the 
* thoupints on the subject of 4 naval power in the 
United States of America, No. 1.” which appear- 
ed in it on the 10th inst. Should any doubt the re- 
lationship of the snoughtsto rhose ct the President, 
we only wish them to look borh full in the face, and 
they wel see the family bheness. 

lf the cabivet bad sovereign power to make a 
new state ot things frorn the raw materials in their 
own minds, they would find it very difficult so far‘to 
alter ihe nature of things, and overrule the necessi- 
ties of c vilized men as to exclude commerce from 
their arrangements — But to iear in pieces the text- 
ure of a fixt national statistical ecoromy—to sepa- 
rate ep eae agrical.ure, and to brand ihe 
former as injurious to the country, though pertecr'y 
consisrent with the disorganismg plans of the lave 
Geliican school, cantor be viewed by any well 
judged citizen as an atom bexrter than the miost dar- 
ing outrage upon the most vital principle of the 
state,— Agriculture nay be considered as the warp— 
Commerce as ihe weot cf national prospernty ; 
separate them and the fabric is destroyed, 

The fact 1s, this aversion to commerce has its or- 
igin in Mere party stratagem. lt has served its pur- 
pose, and it must, for form, be ‘persised im. The 
commercial bcedy of course, became hostile to a fac- 
tion which aimed at its ex'ermination. The taction, 
although they bethe offenders, resens this, and to be 
revenged upon the merchants, weulé cut up chm- 
merce by the reots, though the ccuntry were to 
jerish of inamion by it. And vow it should seem 
iS if it were come to this that enher the edminis- 
tration must pu: down the merchants, or the coun- 
try put down the administration, 

One crime of commerce in the eye of our 
administration is, that it demands armed pro- 
tection—and the idea even of a protecting war, is 
excluded from our councils. In leu cf armed pro- 
1ection, the faction treat the people to the old 
French dish which bas tuned the stomach ofsail 
Lurepe, ¢nd is now rehearsed and served up in hash- 
és, second hand pastries, and beggar’s pies mn A- 
erica. Anappeal to the multitude about the dan- 
ger v hich liberty iv.curs fiom war, and their purses 
from armameits. A navy, say they, would ruin 
the country This isthe terror of the National 
Inteiligercer's No.1. A proposition this, some- 
what cuncus, But the example by which the wri. 
ter illustrates it is alittle more so :—Nothing less 
than that of England, whose navy this ingenious 
gentleman declares, in allthe energies of Lealics, to 
be ** a splenaid instrument of rum,’ Weu'd wG: d, 
that for the honor and existence of America, she 
had an instrument of the same kind of ruin now 
lying in her ports. 

‘The democratic writers of this New World are 
so much in love with the policy of their chiet, that 
they will make no allowance at all for th se of the 
old who have buili up their establishments upon a 
policy of a very different nature. When Ergland 
built her pavy she wanted a little of that malleable 
temper which distinguishes our government. She 
could not bear beating panentiy—she was surly and 
restive under insult ; and she was always ready to 
fight rather than be hicked. She heped cco that 
there would be none of her progeny degcnerate e- 
nough to grovel toa saucy, insuiiing foe: But she 
hus seen the reverse ; and Don Yrejo will scon sum 
up the eviderce of shame wpon that bead in the 
eyes of the world. Liberties indeed! No—the hb- 
eries which her navy has mainrained are truly not 
of ‘hat kind which our pacific President is so sedu- 
lously cul:ivating. The liberty to be insulied by one 
powesr-—} icked by a second—dragooned into tribure 
by a third, and despised by them all. These and 
these oniy are the liberties, which the practice and 
princl les of our rulers g> to establish and preserve. 
Rather than put up with hbersies of that Kind, our

On the subject of a National Debt, he hasthe fol- 
lowing expressions : :

‘serve as agtocrious memento of our virtue. . 
* we bu: leave to posterity a settled form of ge 
“merit and an independent Constitution, the pur- 
** chase at any price will be cheap.” 

‘‘ The debt we may contract does not deserve 
‘«* our rezard if the work be but accomplished. No 
‘ nation ought to be wirbout a Debt. A national Delt 
ts @ national Bond.” &c. 


Speaking of the immense debt of Great Britain, 
he adds, / 


« But a6 a compensation for herdebt, she has a 
“large Navy.” 

‘* No country on the globe is so happily situated, 
‘« or so internally capable of raisimg a Beet as Amer- 
* ica.” f 

« We ought to view the building a fleet as an ar-

Peace.---e is truly  Surprizing, that.men should, 
Upon meeting one another, ask « do you thisk there 
is any. hopes of peace ?” It is indeed,. surprizing, 
thar, after all they have seen, they shonid s:ill 
look forward to peace. 2s an object resembling @ 
peace of former times; and they should appear to 
expec: from a treaty, signed under the present cir. 
Cumstaaces, a disbanding of regiments, a dismant- 
ling of ships, a reduction of taxes, and, in short, all 
the usual cons+queuces of a change from a staie of 
warto a state of peace! One would think, that 
they had reither seen nor heard for years past ; 
and that they had no recollection of the peace of 
Amiens; and that the batile of Austerlitz and ail 
the other events of the present war had passed coral- 
ly unnoticed by them. Amongst the fur.d-helders 
and the jobbers of the Ally some effect will be pro- 
duced by a treaty of peace ; but as to the people in 
general, a pease will produce ne effect at all. 
Peace, if made under the present circumstances of 
Europe, and in the present pecuniary situation of 
England, can be, between Frarce and Engiand, 
nothing more than a mere cessation of hostilities, 
a season for new and more formidable preparations 
for war. ‘the professed object of the war, on our 
part, was, the restoration of the balance of the 
continent, or, in the words of that wise monument 
man, whose debts we have paid, it was “ to re- 
press the ambition and chastise the insolence of Bona- 
parte,” in which I think, it will sot, even by Lord 
Greville, be said that we have quite ‘succeeded. 
The real point of quarrel was Malta ; and are there 
many persons who imagine that we shall keep Mal 
ta? What joscdication of the treaty, other than the 
plea of absolu'e ‘hecessity, can be discovered it 1s 
oui of my power to imagine ; end does any Man sup- 
pore, tha’, under the effecis of such a peace, we shall 
be abie to bear up against the designs and the power 
of France? Shall we, having made such a peace, 
be able so to act as to preserve peace otherwise than 
by submission to everyinjury and every insult that 
the enemy pleases togive way to! The chief cause 
of the last rupture, wes, that the minister found it 
impossible to live in peace, aud as Mr. Addington 
said, we * were at war because we could not be at 
peace,” Will not the same reason again arise? 

During the iast peace, the predace and labor of 
Englaud was, ina great degree at the niercy of 
Fiance ; because France having the power ot risin 
or sinking our funds art her pleasure, the amount o 
her gains ceuld have no mezsure but thatot the ex- 
tent of our endurance.—And will not the lise occuy 
again ?
